liy common consent the most reli- 


able census ever taken in China was 
that of IS 12. This gives the figures 
us more than 302,003,000. In 1SGS the 
population was estimated nearly 408.- 
000,000; but in 3SS1 it had fallen to 
::S,000,000, the great Talping rebellion, 
in which so many millions of people 
lost their lives, being one of the prin- 
cipal causes undoubtedly for this great 
decline. 


Travelers, missionaries and others, 


who have visited the region devas- 
tated at the time of the Talping rebel- 
lion, express the opinion that the loss 
of life during the great convulsion has 
generally been estimated at too low a 
figure, and 
it is 
a 
question 
also 


whether the terrible famine more than 
a score of years ago in the provinces 
of Chili, Shansi, Sliensi and llonan, 
with a population of 70,000,000, is not 
.responsible for tho loss of more lives 
than it is usually credited with. 


It is still more certain that the Mo- 


hammedan uprising In the northwest 
destroyed more lives than it is gen- 
erally supposed to have done. A very 
moderate computation of the loss of 
life incurred in these three calamities 
makes it to be fully 00,000,000.

Pennsylvania German apple pie, or 


tart, that is, with one crust, may be 
thus made: 
Prepare a pie dish with a 


lining of pastry. Take some apples of 
even size, and not too large. 
Pare 


them and cut them in halves, and re- 
move the cores. 
Place the hollowed 


core side uppermost in the pie dish. 
Lay a piece of nice fresh butler on 
every half apple, in the hollow left 
where the core was taken out. Spread 
thickly with 
the bc-st light 
brown 


sugar, 
and 
dredge on some really 


choice fragrant cinnamon. Add about 
three tablespoonfulo of water. 
Hake 


in a hot oven. 


The writer's first acquaintance with 


these German pics was in a far west- 
ern state, whence a comely daughter 
of Pennsylvania bad chanced to come 
and go out to service. 
The fragrance 


of the pie, as it baked, led her to ques- 
tion her cook, and watch how she 
basted the pie from time, using some 
of the sugar and butter and a little wa- 
ter. 
This kept tho apples from hav- 


ing a dry surface and made the plo 
much richer. It is far better than Ger- 
man apple cake, which is more im- 
proved when it, too, has a liberal al- 
lowance of butter for enriching the 
apples. 


A Canadian Recipe.—A nice Canad- 


ian recipe for cream pie, with or with- 
out cocoanut, can be made by follow- 
ing this rule: 
They are best when 


eaten fresh: 
Make some nice louder 


pastry and bake a lower crust. Prick 
it so that it will not puff up, or else 
bake it on the reverse sidu of a bak- 
ing pan inverted in the oven. To make 
tho cream, put two cupfuls of milk in 
a saucepan to beat. 
lireak four eggs, 


reserving the-, whites for a moringuo, 
and put the yolks in a bowl. 
Heat 


them, and add a cupful and a half of 
sugar, a dessertspoonful of conislareh 
and a pinch of salt. 
Heat this light, 


and, if it seems too stiff, add a liltlo 
milk to it before turning into the hot 
milk. 
Cook all together until thick- 


ened, and stir in a half cupful 
o f , 


shredded 
cocoanuf. 
When 
slightly 


cooled pour into the pies. 
Tako tho 


whites of the oggs and beat them until 
dry and stiff. 
Add 12 teaspoonfuls of 


granulated sugar. 
Spread this for a 


meringue upon Ihn pics. Scatter some 
more of the shredded cocoanut, upon 
the top and put In tho oven to bake a 
light color. 


Chocolate Cream Filling.—A choco- 


late cream pic tilling can be made 
from two cupfuls of milk, four table- 
spoonfuls of chocolate—the largo bit- 
ter cooking chocolate—four yolks of 
eggs, and two labliispnnnfuls of Hour 
for thicken ing. 
Two small cups of 


sugar will be needed to sweeten it, 
and 
vanilla for flavoring. 
T'se the 


whites of the four eggs, with 12 tea- 
spoonful.'; of sugar, for a meringue. 
Hake the bottom shell of pastry, and 
have it ready to li)l when (he cream 
is done and p a r t i a l l y cooled. 


To Keep Pastry.—Pastry 
can 
be 


made and kept. Home time in (.be ice- 
box. 
It works much better than when 


when just put logi-ther. and Is very 
convenient to have on hand. 
It will 


keep in Ihe co.inlry, when; ice cannot 
always be had, by plunging It deep 
i:i 
tin; Hour 
barrel, 
but 
this 
is a 


method only available where Ihe cook 
is a carefiil housekeeper herself, else 
no knowing what, concoctions of broad 
and pastry would be shoved into the 
barrel of Hour and mold would spoil 
a larcg amount of it.

To Make Tea.—Scald the pot and 


never placo It over the lire. A china, 
granite, or eartheu pot is the best. 
Allow one te.aspoonfui of tea to a pint 
of boiling water. Add the tea to the 
hot pot, pour on the bollins water and 
cover with a tea basket or cozy, ns 
nnything that will keep tho heat in the 
pot while It Is steeping Is desirable. 
Tho Jufuslou will always be heavier at 
the bottom of tho pot, which makes It 
better to stir the tea before pouring, 
or the first cup will bo weak and the 
last too strong. Boiled tea is very in- 
jurious, more so than boiled coffee, as 
it Is rich in tannin. 


Cocoa and chocolate are made from 


the cocoa bean. 
Theso are ground, 


mixed with sugar, and frequently ar- 
row root and sturch. To some prep- 
arations cinnamon or vanilla is added. 
Chocolate is made from the bean, but 
contains a much larger proportion of 
fat than the cocoa productions. 
The 


fat obtained from tho cocoa bean is 
cocoa butter. 
Cocoa and chocolate 


difler from tea and coffee, as they 
contain nutriment as well as stimu- 
lant. 
Theobromine, the active princi- 


ple, is very much like caffeine and 
theine in its composition and effects. 


As cocoa and chocolate 
contain 


starch it makes boiling a necessity in 
the preparation, 
if milk is added and 


boiled with the cocoa it is less diges- 
tible.' 
Both 
chocolate 
and 
cocoa 


should be boiled in water and the 
milk simply sca'Uled and added last. 
Good cocoa should be reddish brown, 
very line and free from fat. Cocoa 
when boiled in water with scalded 
milk and whipped cream added is 
more digestible than chocolate, al- 
though chocolate would be still more 
digestible if it were made with water 
and used without cream. 


A cup of chocolate with a piece of 


whole wheat bread 
makes a good 


breakfast for a school child. 


To Make Cocoa.—Moisten four tea- 


spoonfula of cocoa with four table- 
spoonfuls 
of hot 
water, 
stir 
until 


smooth, then add half a ' p i n t ^ o f boil- 
ing water, briiiR to the boiling point, 
then add two tablespoonfuls of susar 


( and half a cupful of good milk. Take 
! from the lire and add a few drops of 


vanilla, if liked. 
Serve at once with 


whipped cream. 


To Make a Pot of Chocolate.—Put 


four ounces of chocolate in a double 
boiler and allow It to melt; then add 
a quart of boiling water and stir con- 
stantly until tho water in the boiler 
bolls for live minutes. 
Add a quart 


of scalded milk and beat well with an 
egg better. Serve plain or with whip- 
ped cream. 
A drcp or two of cinna- 


mon or'half a teaspoonful of vanilla 
may be added if desired.

' It is chaper to prepare your own 
polish for floors.

drug store one-half pound of white 
beeswax; place ia a crock; pour over 
it one-half gallon turpentine aud sot 
on back of range until melted; ro- 
move and cool, when it should be a 
little thinner than vaseline; but as the 
little cakea of wax are sold for au 
ounce and are not uniform, the begin- 
her would bettor try half the quantity 
given above and if, when cool, it is 
too thick, add a little more turpen- 
tine; if too thin, add moro wax and 
melt over. 
Be careful no turpentine 


is on the edge or outside of the crock, 
as It may easily catch and set fire to 
the preparation; and for this reason 
If placed on the gas stove lay a stove 
lid over the flame. 
Hub this polish, 


thinly and evenly 
over tho 
entire 


floor; let stand to harden at least halt 
an hour, then 
rub 
with 
-weighted 


brush, beginning in the corner where 
the polish way first applied, as it will 
have had a longer time in which to 
harden.

One of the most satisfactory ironing 


boards that ever I have used is a sta- 
tionary board hinged to the wall ia 
place of the usual movable one which 
is placed on a table or chair.

and 1% inches thick, and is shaped ia 
the usual manner. It.has two cleats 
on the back to prevent warping. 
At 


its wide end it is fastened with looso 
pin hinges to a three-Inch cleat which 
is screwed to tho wall, so when tho 
board is In position to use a kitchen 
chair- will form the support for tho 
board. When not in use the board ia 
turned up against tho wall and held 
in position by a hook at one side. 
The back of the board can be papered 
or painted so as to match the wall, 
and the cover for tho board can bo 
pinned or tied on at each ironing, as 
it takes but a moment to prepare for 
use.
